A week ago I came across a significant contribu- 
tion toward the problem of birth control, which 
shows how opposition toward birth control is van- 
ishing. It was significant, because it was part of a 
written argument by a lady, on behalf of her co- 
religionists, against recognition of birth control 

After asserting that: 

“Marriage has but one purpose, primarily, 
namely the propagation of the human race, and 
when this vital purpose is disregarded, marriage 
becomes no more than legalized concubinage,” 

the lady proceeds to say for the benefit of those 
who do not desire to let Nature fulfil her purpose 
unhindered: 

“However, those who are married do not 
have to make use of marriage at such times 
as it is most likely to result in pregnancy. Since 
the time of the Greeks there has been the idea 
of a ‘safe’ period in married life, and many have 
made use of this legitimate means for limiting 
their families... Very recently a book has been 
published in German, containing the findings 
of two eminent gynecologists, one. Dr. Ogimo, 
famous in Japan for his work in this connec- 
tion, and Prof. Knaus of Austria. who, working 
independently of one another, arrived almost 
simultaneously at the same conclusion, and who 
insist that there is a ‘safe’ period in married 
life, and also, that there are other certain times 
which while not absolutely proven sterile, are 
practically so.” 


That's advance, when a lady heading an organ- 
ization opposed to birth control on religious 
grounds, not only admits that marriage can be used 
for other than the “one purpose . . . the propagation 
of the human race” but tells you where you can 
learn how to beat Nature at her own game 

It seems to me that once one admits that the 
marriage-bed can be used for any purpose other 
than procreation (in the strict sense in which some 
religious communities like the Oneida Community 
are said to regard it), then there is no logical de- 
fence against birth control. If the measures for 
birth-control recommended or indicated by Dr. 
Ogimo and Prof. Knaus, ean be accepted, who shal!
